Tragically, Jared got trapped in the
facility, and he lost his life. He was 35 years

old. He had two young children, one of whom

Thank you, Senator Skoufis. Good to
see you.

So | think we can all agree we want
to keep our seniors safe in nursing honmes. And

after what we saw in the pandemc, this is
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obviously a top priority. And we all know that
m st akes, errors were nade.

But -- so ny understanding with this
bill is this notifies famlies, residents and
ot her concerned stakehol ders of an outbreak of
sone kind of infectious disease. But there is
al ready a federal regulation which requires this
noti ficati on.

Coul d you just tell ne the
di fference here?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes. Through
you, Madam Presi dent.

The difference -- so yes, existing
law requires -- and this is pursuant to federal
gui delines. Existing |law requires that
facilities notify famly menbers or some ot her
desi gnee of an infection of a resident and
provi de an update at |east once per day to that
fam |y menber or designee as to how things are
goi ng, the status of that resident.

What this bill does is it extends
the notification requirement to the famly
nmenbers or designees of the other residents in
the facility, not just the individual who is

i nf ect ed.
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And, you know, as you rightly
poi nted out, there was -- there was nass tragedy
t hr oughout nursing hones and ot her places of
congregation during the height of the pandem c.
And | believe and the Assenbly sponsor believes
that it is of utnost inportance that the other
residents and fam |y nmenbers be advised of when

there is an infection because they could be

i nf ect ed.

And so this isn't just an issue that
i npacts the one individual, it inpacts the entire
facility.

SENATCOR BORRELLO Madam Pr esi dent
will the sponsor continue to yield.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Does the
sponsor yiel d?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: The
sponsor Yyi el ds.

SENATOR BORRELLO Thr ough you,
Madam Pr esi dent .

So obviously infection is a broad
topic. So -- and in the federal regul ation
you're saying is that it notifies the famly of

the person that is infected, but now we're going
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to extend this to everyone.

So are there any requirenents --
like if one person at the facility gets the
common cold, we notify everybody that this one
person has the comon col d?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: So no. A common
cold is not generally classified as an infectious
di sease by health regulators. And so if it's
sonmething |i ke the common cold, no, there
woul dn't have to be some notification.

This is targeted nore towards
infection like we saw during the pandem c.

| will note, however, that this does
not require, you know, the facility to sign up
with some call center and nake, you know, a
hundred, 500 calls to fam |y nenbers. This can
be done -- and it's actually specified in the
bill language -- with a click of a nouse. This
could be email notification, electronic
notification. And so it's quite sinple to get
the word out to those fam |y menbers.

But to answer your question, no,
this wouldn't cover things |ike a common col d.

SENATOR BORRELLO Madam Pr esi dent

if the sponsor will continue to yield.

Pneunoni a obvi ously is sonething
that can be deadly in a nursing honme. |If one
pati ent has pneunonia, does the entire -- you

know, the entire facility's famlies need to be

notified?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Thr ough you,
Madam President. |If the disease is classified,
first of all, as an infectious disease and it can

be transmtted to other residents, then the
answer to that is yes.

SENATCOR BORRELLO: Madam Pr esi dent
will the sponsor continue to yield?

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Does the
sponsor vyiel d?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: The
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sponsor Yyi el ds.

SENATOR BORRELLO My under st andi ng
is that the federal regulation requires
notification by 5:00 p.m the next cal endar day.
But this requirenment is by -- within 12 hours.

So does that require, then, a
nursing home to give the sane notification tw ce
to the same peopl e?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Thr ough you,
Madam President. [|If you're | ooking at the
overlap here, the overlap, even if it does apply,
woul d be very, very narrow. W' re talking about
one fam |y menber.

And so, you know, if you have a
hundred residents in a nursing hone facility,
yes, the current statute does require that by
5:00 p.m that notification has to be nade to
that famly nenber of the infected resident.

This new | egislation would require
notification to the other 99. |If the facility
wants to nmake another notice to the one,
al ongside the 99, that's their prerogative. |
don't think it's all that cunbersone to add one
nore emai |l address to an email that goes out to

t he ot her 99.
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SENATCOR BORRELLO Madam Pr esi dent
will the sponsor continue to yield?

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Does the
sponsor yiel d?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: The
sponsor Yyi el ds.

SENATOR BORRELLO You know, |
think we can probably say that that there are a
| ot of burdens already. And again, we want to
keep fol ks safe here. But, you know, when you
start tal king about this notification, one versus
a whole group, | nmean -- and let's tal k about
sonmet hing |i ke pneunonia, which is an infectious
di sease that can be spread.

Are we -- you know, are we -- |
think the federal regulation and the reason
you're notifying just that person is we don't
want to spread panic. So do you have any concern
that telling the other 99 that one person has
pneunoni a could potentially spread sonme panic?

Let's face it, we're all very
concerned about our | oved ones, especially
vul nerabl e | oved ones. But we don't want to

spread panic. W don't want people conmng to a
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nursi ng home and pul | i ng peopl e out because
someone has pneunonia. So perhaps that's the
reason why. Do you have a concern with that?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Thr ough you,
Madam President. | certainly appreciate that
sentinent.

But what | can tell you is that over
t he course of the 20-plus hours of hearings that
my conmttee, the Investigations Commttee, held
jointly with the Health Commttee in 2020, we
heard froma whol e host of fam |y nmenbers who had
| oved ones in nursing homes who were pani cked not
because of what you're describing, but were
pani cked because they were not being told what
was going on in the nursing hone where their
| oved one was.

And so to the contrary of what
you're saying, | think you actually reduce the
panic if you are providing the information to
those fam |y nmenbers that they can best
respond -- however they think is appropriately --
and to take care of and protect their | oved ones
froman infection that m ght be in a nursing
hone.

SENATOR BORRELLGC Madam Pr esi dent ,
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will the sponsor continue to yield?

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Does the
sponsor yiel d?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: The
sponsor Yyi el ds.

SENATCOR BORRELLO: So there is a
requirenent in this bill that you have to create
special quarantine, if you will, areas. And
t hose special quarantine areas are, according to
the bill, for people that are not just infected
but are suspected of being infected.

Now, the nursing home industry would
call that cohorting: W're going to take people
and put into theminto a specific area in a
cohort .

But when the | anguage says suspected
of being infected, aren't we putting people at
ri sk of being quarantined with people that
actually are infected, being -- not being
confirmed of having the infection?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Thr ough you,
Madam Presi dent, that's a fair question

And first of all, | think it's

important to note that nobst good-acting nursing
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homes, nobst good-acting facilities al ready have
something like this in place. They have an

i nfectious disease plan in place. They have
space within their facility to make sure that
fol ks who are infected are quarantined fromthe
rest of the residents.

And so really what this bill |ooks
to do is bring up the bad-acting facilities to
the level that the good-acting facilities are
al ready at.

And so | ook, you know, if there
is -- if aresident is suspected of being
infected with a disease and the facility is
concerned about cohorting, as you describe it,
then the facility would be right to nmake sure
that that person is not cohorting, they're in
maybe anot her space, what have you, until there

is confirmation that the individual is indeed

i nf ect ed.

SENATOR BORRELLGC Madam Pr esi dent ,

will the sponsor continue to yield?

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Does t he

sponsor vyiel d?
SENATOR SKOUFI S: Yes.
ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: The
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sponsor Yyi el ds.

SENATOR BORRELLO We certainly
want to ensure that the bad actors, those that
aren't follow ng those guidelines -- because
there already are guidelines: CDC guidelines,
best practices.

But you said sonething inportant
now. You said, well, perhaps they could just
nove those people into a different facility,

t hose that are suspected versus confirmed. But
the |l egislation doesn't say that. The
| egi sl ation says they will be cohorted together.

So what part of this legislation
woul d ensure that the bad actors especially --
because we're concerned about the bad actors --
didn't do that and didn't just go ahead and
followthe lawto the letter of the | aw and put

potentially infected people in with confirned

i nfected?

SENATOR SKOUFI S: Thr ough you,
Madam President. | first just want to clarify or
correct -- | did not say -- | would not suggest

that they be noved to a different facility, as
you just nentioned. W' re tal king about the sane

facility, just a different space. Right?
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And it's inportant to note that
there's nothing in this legislation that
constricts the facility to just having one space
to deal with individuals Iike we're descri bing.

And so | don't see any restrictions
that would -- that would prohibit a facility from
maki ng sure that suspected infected residents are
not i nappropriately cohorting with confirnmed
infected residents.

SENATCOR BORRELLO Madam Pr esi dent
on the bill.

ACTI NG PRESI DENT PERSAUD: Senat or
Borrello on the bill.

SENATOR BORRELLO First of all,

t hank you, Senator Skoufis.

Again, | think we can all agree that
our heart's in the right place on here. W want
to protect those, especially after the tragedy
that we saw -- unnecessary tragedy, | m ght add,
froma bad decision by our forner governor to
send COVI D-positive patients back into nursing
hones.

And | think that unfortunate
deci si on by soneone who couldn't see the |ight of

day beyond his own ego is why we all now have to

stand here and debate bills like this.

But that being said, we already have
regul ations that ask our nursing homes to do
certain things. W already have best practices.
And ny concern here is not necessarily this being
duplicative. You're right, if they want to
notify it twice, that's fine.

But are we being clear? Are we
foll ow ng best practices and CDC gui delines? And
inmportantly, are we followi ng the patients
rights? These patients have rights. And | am
very concerned because there really isn't a real
clear definition as to how those cohorts should
be made up

W want to protect folks. But the
government coming in after the fact is not going
to solve the problem The nunber-one concern for
our nursing hone operators is to protect their
patients. W already burden themw th all kinds
of usel ess reports that nobody reads that have to
be delivered every single day, and that takes
away fromthe ability to do their job, to care
for the residents, to care for those fol ks that
are so vul nerabl e.

So now we're going to say one nore
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time let's put another brick on the back of those
fol ks that care for our nost vul nerable
residents. And that's why I'm concerned here.

W want to protect those folks. W
want an obligation, that the governnent says
"this is what you have to do." But they know
what they're supposed to do. Because if we
really knew what was best for the residents of
nursi ng homes, we woul dn't be having -- wasting
time on ridiculous daily reports that nobody
reads. We wouldn't have themwasting tine on
Monday- nor ni ng quarterbacki ng things that the
government made t hem do.

| trust that those folks in this
industry are in there because they care. | think
we have a trenendous shortage of those who can
and are willing to care for our nobst vul nerable
citizens. W know we are short on nurses, on
nursi ng ai des, on everyone, really, that works in
a nursing hone. So we should be very careful and
cautious when we start to take and put anot her
brick on the back of those people that are
charged with caring for our vulnerable |oved
ones.
